e Always have positive control of your CAC card. Do not leave

it in your computer where others may use it to access your systems

e  Ensure you are using the Privacy Act statements on emails

containing Personally Identifying Information and that you are prop-

erly storing PII to protect people’s identities

e  Always use a Privacy Act cover sheet (blue or white paper) to cover any printed copies of info
containing Pl Commentary 8

e Properly dispose of PIl when finished with it by shredding and not storing in your office for
recycling

e Always keep safety in mind and utilize the operational risk management tool to ACT--Assess
the environment, Consider the options, and Take action

e Check with your unit deployment manager to ensure your mobility records are up to date and
contain all required information

e Always remember OPSEC when communicating and storing information and remember that
the aggregation of data can pose a risk when bits of unclassified data are pieced together to
paint a classified picture

Once we review/approve an applicant's package, we will re-
quest him/her to attend an "MTI Shadow Program" on their AT
to give them a first-hand look at what it would like to be an
MTI.

This is also an opportunity to ask questions and decide if they
are right for the job and we are right for them. Once they com-
plete the program, they will request a transfer to our unit and
be scheduled for a 7-wk Military Training Instructor School
course followed by a mandatory 90-day MTI qualification pe-
riod before being certified as an MTI and allowed to "push” a
flight.

These positions are for "street" MTIs meaning they will be
directly leading/training basic trainees, having the opportunity
to transform civilians into our AF' next generation of "Warrior
Airmen of Character".
